Bergstrom’s Cities Service, 100 S. Mon¬ 



roe Ave., in Green Bay, opened in 1953, ad¬ 
vertising auto services and parking for 150 
cars “in the heart of the downtown shop¬ 
ping area.” The location was later the Wal¬ 
nut Cafe. The building and the building to 
the south were razed in 2003 to increase 
parking for St. Francis Xavier Cathedral.
